generally lead, occasionally an extraordinary 
character amoilg them presents an episode of 
absorbing interest. Such Is tlie story of tlie 
wooing.of .Pine Leaf, a Crowiheroine, a* told, 
'"'"'•utoWography.by "James P. Beckwourth, 
Mo^HgrijIgJgcout, Pioneer, aud chief of, the. gj 
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ing vegetarians had no inclination for alcoholic 
liquors, although brought up to tlieii moderate 
use. 


He was induced Ours to inquire whether 


^egelarianism might not b« a valuable cure for 
intein|>eraiice. Having applied it successfully 
to twenty-four cases he would briefly give the 
lasulls: One person, aged 01, of a Scotch aris- 
tocratic family, had contracted habits of intem- 
perance iu India; his habit, wits to eat scarcely 
any bread, fat or vegetables. His breakfast 
was mostly salt fish and a little bread, his din- 
ner consisted of joint and very little else; and 
he consumed dining the day fiom a pint to a 
quail uf w hiskev, and was not sober more than 
half his time. He was-induced to return to the 
oatmeal poindgo breakfast, aud adopt a diet for 
dinner of which boiled'haricot beans or peas 
formed an important part. About this time his 
\i ife-became so alarmed as to tlie consequences 
of the cattle plague that all the family were put 
upon a vegetarian diet. The husband grum- 
bled very much at first but, his'taste for whiskey 
entirely disappeared, and in nine months from 
the time he commenced eating largely of beans, 
and two months from the time .he became' an 
entire vegetarian. He relinquished "alcoholic 
liquor tmtncly, and had not returned to either 
flesh or alcohol. The author also instanced the 
case of an analytical chemist, aged 32, who was 
qivca to intemperance, but who, on having his 
attention diawn to Liebig's statement was in- 
duced to adopt a vegetarian diet, and following 
up this before six weeks he was a total ab- 
stainer. 
As other- instances, he mentioned a 


lady nf Independent means, a clergyman, a 
country gentleman, a gnl of 19, a man aud his 
wife and sister (all over 40 years of age), a bed- 
ridden gentleman (cuied in 38 days), a captain 
in the merchant service, a half-pay oflii-ur, a 
clergyman aud his wife, both of intemperate 
habits, who were cured by a diet mainlv tarma- 
ccons. A gentleman of (JO had been addicted 
for I hirtv-nve years to intemperate habits and his 
constitution was shattered. After an attack of 
dfilluum tremens he was induced to adopt a 
faiinaceous diet, which cuted him in seven 
months,—he was verv thin but his weight in 
creased 28 pounds. Two sisters, members of a 
family noted for intemperate habits, adopted 
vegetarianism, and were cured in about a year. 
A cloik who had lost several situations through 
intemperance was cured by vegetarianism, arid 
was taken back by his employer »t a highe 
salary Hun he ever received. A governess 
aged UO, lost, her situation through intempe 
ance, and was cured by adopting a faimaceou 
diet in nine weeks. Two military- pensioner 
weie cuted in six months. Three old s-iilnr 
were cuied in like mantiei in the same ]>e 
Tho author then mentioned various articles, o 
diet whtoh he regarded as specially antagonist! 
lo alcohol. 
These weie: macaroni, harico. 


beans, green diied peas and lentils soaked fo 
24 hours, well boiled with onions and celery 
lice and highly glutinous bread. 


The aiithci' stated that he had.hiinself foun 


his health benr-fiii'd by a vegetarian diet, an 
all whom he had induced to adopt it had re 
ceiicd similar benefit. 
After palming out th 


increased economy of this diet, hu recommendet 
those who had a distaste for it to try seaside o 
mountain air. He then alluded to the incrcas 
of national wealth which would arise fiorn th 
employment of land now growing barley, fo 
other pmposes,—uud added that nations fivhi| 
on farinaceous diet are less given to drunken 
ness than meat eating populations.

TKACHERA' IWIWITUTR 


The annual session of the Teachers' Insti- 


tute convened at Lcnape Hall, I>oylestown,on 
Monday last. Thu attendance of tlic teachers 
was very good, two humlrcd being registered, 
and every district of the county being repre- 
sunte<!. The iiiHtiuite was cilluj to ordai at 2 
o'clock by County Superintendent Hugh B. 
JSastbiirii. The Kev. L. B. llciirman, pastor of 
tlic Al. E. Cilurch, opunu*! the exercises with 
prayer. 
Mr. Kasthnrn tlicn a<ldiessci) the 


teachers, saying that during the past, fuw years, 
the system of the schools of our county Intd 
been promoted by the inUnest that has been 
made maiiilVsl by the work of the teachers, and 
that the record of our ichools would compare 
favorably with that, of any other county of the 
stale. That they were called together to review 
the work of the year, and to gain that in (urina- 
tion that would be taught thftiu by the instruc- 
tors he had procured for the occasion. Mr. 
Kuslbiini said that last year they had discussed 
a course of study, and a committee had boon 
appointed to stilimit a system lo the next 
meeting of the institute, and had made their 
repent. This system a* submitted would cum- 
[Kjso the n m k of the week. Hi: said that the 
study of elocution in ruir public schixds hud 
been much neglected, which he thought was a 
great mistake. 


lie then introduced Puif. Mark Bailey, who 


discu^ed that brunch. 
Ho said that it had 


formerly been tlic system in schools that ouch 
scholar should deelaim at dificrein times in the 
place of the reiruhu reading exercises. Tliat 
the scholars would recite a (town or a piece of 
prose very clear and dial inct, after days of tr.tiu- 
tni; and practice, and then only have the orna- 
mrntiil etl'eet. He used as an ilhisinilion the 
bulliiing of a house. Xo mechanic eomni«nces 
wiMi ihe decoraMoiLH and oriiainental fixtures, 
but Hist lays a good foundation to lunld upon, 
wliieh, if firm and substantial, willadmiLof any 
other appendage if necessary; so it is with < 
plo- 


cutioi', the scholar must fir>t be taught the ru- 
diments of the study,—Ike must have that 
knowledge which is requited lo start one at the 
beginning, itud gradually pave a way fur the ad- 
vancement of the pupil as \\ltt aptness of learn-' 
ing will allow. That there must lie, 1st, Ob- 
SRiv.uion of facts; 2il, That lliwui facts bo 
bound tomtit her; 'Id, To acquiie the meaning 
these facts should tut deducted and well uiuler- 
itood ; -Ith, There must be a verification or a 
riiview. These are all necessary to the scholai 
in ordi-r Lo insti'iict him in this art. 
That they 


must build as they po, and have a regular sy.s 
tern Logo over,—a good superstructure to build 
upon. 


John II. Fiench, of Vermont, late Secretary 


of Boaid of Education of ihut stale, UI«MI fol- 
lowed, giving to the teachers the history of the 
public schools of his state and other sUtus 
wheif he hud visited. 
Ilu said that fur a long 


limo a complete system of study had long buisn 
wanted, and he was gl,ul to find that the sub- 
ject bad been discussed here. Sometimes when 
tltuie had been a change of teachuis, the new 
teacher had taken the scholars over the same 
ground as the preceding one. That there had 
been no record kept, in order to know where 
the scholar had been classed, and each teacher 
having a dilll-rent system, the scholar was 
driven from one to the other and never stands 
anywhere. The adoption of a system should 
be so arranged as lo give the pupil acontiimous 
course, nnd should not be interrupted. 


MNs Ijelia Pali idee then spoke upon the 


pltysi'Ml culture of pupils. She said that tlic 
presei vat ion of the health of the pupils was very 
material. 
If they had good health they would 


be better fitted for study. 
.She then went 


through a course of gymnastic esercisus, which 
if regularly followed in Ihe schools would en- 
sure the health of the scholuis and make them 
stronc and healthy. 


In the evening Mr. William Parsons, of Ivy- 


land, delivered ,t lecture entitled " (5eorgc Sto- 
pheuvHi, or the Triumphs of Perseverance."' 
Ah. Parsons is a very fluent and intelligent 
speaker, and the altiactiveuess of his subject 
at once gained for him the attention of his au- 
dience. 
He commenced by saying that it was 


worth the while of any one to know such a 
man as Slephensnn, born as lie was in the low- 
est depths of poverty, laboring while a child in 
the coal mines of Knghuicl, his native country, 
for the pjdtiy sum of five cents a day, when he 
was only seven years old. Never having the 
opportunity of acquiring an education, all the 
knoxvledi^s h« obtained was what h* 
1 derived 


from his associations with others. 
He suid 


th.it the ivwtd owed a great deal to Geoige Ste- 
phons'in. That the power of Ids genm.s wa*« 
felt- hy tbe proudest of his countrymen. Bt-inu 
burrennded by po\vrt> on every hand, he had 
no means Lo carry his inventions into success- 
ful operations. 
Meeting one day with a man. 


tn whom was shown the model of bis inven- 
tion, llie stranger was at once pleased with its 
worn, and uab willing to aid Stcphunson to 
carry his Invention promiiiontly Itttfore the pub- 
lie, in order to build his railro'itl he was 
obliged lo go before a committee of Lords ap- 
pointed by Parliament, and there explain the 
viitues of bis machine. And at last, acquit ing 
tbe approval of this committee, he commenced 
to build n railroad between Liverpool ami Man- 
chester, wbicli worked ei&ctitally. Then it was 
that he was able to bnHd that wealth which 
lai-Hfd him from the deep datk cavents of u coal 
mine to enjoy the associations of kings and 
piinces. 
Air. Parsons closed by saying that, as 


we are on the, eve of celebrating the centennial 
of Aincrica, the people owe a great deal to this 
man, and should not neglect to recognize his 
nam.; among those who will cvur be remem- 
bered for ages to come. 


TIIK<1>AY MOKN1NU. 


The exercises opened by a general discussion 


of the points and arguments used by the dif- 
ferent instrnctois on Monday. 
This discussion 


was cuteied into by many of the teachers, 
prominent among them were, Miss Mmick of 
New Hope, Mr. ISeckei of Nockamixon, Carrie 
A. I jii kens of Attleboro', Miss Coleman of New- 
town, Frederick L. Smith of Solebury, and Miss 
Li/.iU* Lloyd and Samuel Hulfe of Buckingham. 


Prof. Frunch then resumed his remarks on 


the course of study, giving to the teachers 
many good ideas concerning it. 


Hon. Iiichard Watson was then mtioduced, 


and discussed the subject of '• Civil Govern- 
ment," giving u history of our country from the 
time of its discovery io the piesent time. He 
dwelt at some length upo'n the colonies, and 
their struggles tor Independence. That diffi- 
culties had taken place between the United 
States and other nations about the boundaries 
of tin- states and settlements, but these were 
ftlwaye arranged by some treaty between the 
parties. 
Pennsylvania did not escape from 


these difficulties, as the same difficulty occuned 
between William Pcnn and Lord Baltimore.

the teachers lii ibis branch.
